tornado that cut a wide swatl

stead counties, Ark. and Cass 
county, Texas

Death of Venerable Priest 


Father Dandurand Maintained His 
Faculties to Very Last, 

Winnipeg. —Rev. Father Damase 
Dandurand, O.M.1L, who on March 23 
Jast celebrated the 102nd anniversary 
of his birth, died on Wednesday at St. 
Boniface, Man. He was the oldest 
Catholic’ priest in the world, being 
born on March 23, 1819 in the 
of La Prairie, Que, of pure French 
parentage.
